Some  light  traces  of  handling 
account  for  the  grade,  and  include  a  small  pencil  notation  in 
the  left  face  margin  that  could  likely  be  removed  with  a  little 
careful  effort.  A  desirable  charter  number,  as  the  bank  was  only 
in  operation  for  10  years  and  notes  are  somewhat  scarce.  The 
total  currency  issue  from  the  bank  consisted  of  Series  of  1902 
Plain  Backs,  as  offered  in  the  previous  lot,  and  Series  of  1929 
notes.  Just  15  small-size  notes  are  known,  according  to  the  most 
recent  Kelly  reference,  and  this  Serial  #1  is  certainly  among  the 
most  important  of  those  extant.

AU-53  (PCGS).  An  especially  well-detailed  specimen  of  this 
important  denomination,  the  only  1662-dated  issue  in  the  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  silver  series  and  the  lowest  valued  piece  struck  by  the 
Boston  Mint.  Light  silver  gray  surfaces  show  faint  granularity 
throughout,  perhaps  the  result  of  a  ground  find,  but  not  enough 
to  prevent  PCGS  from  assigning  a  grade.  There  is  clearly  very 
little  wear,  indeed,  some  lustre  and  light  toning  may  be  seen  in 
protected  intricacies  of  the  design.  Nicely  centered  on  a  broad 
planchet,  impeccably  detailed  at  obverse  center  with  a  good 
sharp  tree,  a  bit  weak  at  beads  above  AT  on  obverse.  The  reverse 
is  aligned  towards  10:00  with  a  large  area  outside  the  beading 
near  4:00-5:00.  The  detail  on  that  side  is  also  excellent  despite 
the  granularity.

The  planchet  was 
produced  imperfectly  and  shows  some  flaws  on  the  edge  (not 
the  rim,  an  important  distinction)  below  6:00  on  the  obverse 
and  in  the  area  of  2:00  in  relation  to  the  obverse.  Further,  this 
piece  was  struck  from  the  most  fatigued  dies  we  have  seen  in 
this  series,  making  otherwise  straight  lines  in  characters  and 
devices  appear  blurry  and  indistinct.

About  half  of  the  mint  color  remains 
on  the  obverse  while  the  reverse  shows  more  complete  color, 
somewhat  faded  at  the  left  rim.  A  bit  of  reflective  lustre  remains 
on  the  reverse.  Some  flyspecks  and  toning  streaks  are  noted, 
but  the  visual  appeal  remains  excellent.  In  many  ways,  a  typical 
survivor  from  the  1930s  marketplace — which  is  to  say,  much 
nicer  than  most  around  today.  Eric  Newman  used  this  piece  to 
illustrate  his  obverse  20  in  his  seminal  ANS  publication  that 
first  described  the  die  varieties  of  the  Virginia  halfpence.  The

Vast  amounts  of  original  mint  color, 
about  half  on  the  obverse  and  nearly  complete  on  the  reverse, 
remain  on  slightly  reflective  surfaces.  Decades  ago,  this  is  what 
a  "typical"  survivor  from  the  Mendes  Cohen  hoard  of  Virginia 
halfpence  looked  like — but  the  environment  and  the  market¬ 
place  have  conspired  to  change  the  appearance  of  the  majority 
of  those  that  survived.  There  are  a  few  very  minor  reverse  spots, 
but  not  an  overall  layer  of  flyspecks  or  distracting  stains.  A  very 
choice  example,  ideal  for  a  type  coin,  and  undoubtedly  finer 
than  most  seen  in  the  market  today. 

The  Cohen  Hoard — said  to  have  been  a  keg  or  more  of  these 
halfpence — was  discovered  in  Richmond,  Virginia  about  the  time 
of  the  Civil  War.  This  was  probably  an  original  keg,  moved  to 
Richmond  when  it  became  Virginia's  capital  in  1780.  Virginia  half¬ 
pence  arrived  in  Williamsburg — the  old  capital — in  1774  but  their 
circulation  was  not  authorized  until  just  months  before  hostilities 
broke  out  in  the  American  Revolution.  Predictably,  not  all  entered 
circulation  and  it  seems  that  the  uncirculated  remainder  of  those 
shipped  became  the  Cohen  Hoard.

Some  lighter  brown  and 
olive  highlights  are  present,  typical  well-detailed  strike,  no 
major  flaws.  A  few  scattered  tiny  spots  are  visible,  including 
one  beneath  O  of  OF  and  two  beneath  L  of  HALF,  though  other 
smaller  ones  may  be  seen  here  or  there  on  the  reverse.  A  rare 
token,  struck  in  England  in  the  summer  of  1794  and  said  by  Ford 
to  have  been  "a  definite  pattern  for  an  authentic  Canadian  cop¬ 
per  coinage"  in  his  important  1951  article  on  the  subject.

This  token 
has  been  somewhat  adopted  into  the  American  series  on  the 
basis  of  this  reverse  die  being  muled  with  the  Myddelton  token 
obverse  (and  those  mulings  finding  listings  in  the  Guide  Book 
and  other  references).

Under  a  glass,  many  tiny  pin  scratches 
may  be  seen  over  much  of  the  obverse  and  a  lesser  proportion 
of  the  reverse,  with  a  few  heavier  scratches  above  Liberty's 
portrait.

A 
beautiful  cent,  graded  fully  MS-65  within  the  last  30  years  and 
still  possessing  the  look  and  overall  eye  appeal  of  a  nice  AU 
coin.  Attractive  frosty  light  brown  with  traces  of  lustre  with  the 
recesses  and  some  undertones  of  gold,  rose,  and  pale  olive-blue.

Del  Bland  has 
assigned  this  coin  the  grade  AU-55  based  on  a  1972  auction  plate

Researcher  and  gold 
specialist  John  Dannreuther  has  recorded  about  six  specimens, 
two  of  which  are  impounded — a  choice  Mint  State  example  in 
the  American  Numismatic  Society  and  the  very  unusual  tooled 
double  strike  in  the  permanent  collection  of  the  Harry  Bass 
Foundation.  This  specimen  is  deeply  reflective  with  rich  yellow 
gold  surfaces  showing  very  attractive  if  subtle  coppery  toning. 
The  cartwheel  lustre  is  nearly  intact  and  is  especially  bold  on  the 
reverse.  Some  hairlines  and  light  scattered  marks  may  be  seen, 
boosted  in  presence  by  the  prooflike  fields,  traces  of  an  old  spot 
noted  between  stars  1  and  2,  nick  or  planchet  chip  between  stars 
5  and  6  serves  as  an  identifier.  A  little  nick  left  of  the  base  of  D 
in  the  denomination  is  the  only  notable  reverse  mark.  The  strike 
is  extremely  sharp  and  better  showcases  the  essential  identifiers 
of  this  unique  obverse  better  than  the  double  struck  Bass  coin, 
whose  error  had  been  partially  effaced  in  an  ancient  attempt 
at  improvement.  This  reverse  was  used  on  other  quarter  eagles 
dated  1821,  1824,  and  1825.  A  highlight  rarity  in  the  quarter 
eagle  series,  attractive  to  behold  and  as  fine  a  specimen  as  is 
known  in  private  hands.

2  to  Liberty's  lips.  The  eye  appeal  is  good  for  the  grade,  with 
attractive  color  and  strong  detail.  This  is  an  endlessly  popular 
type  from  the  last  issue  of  Clark,  Gruber,  &  Co.,  whose  reign 
as  the  central  mint  in  Colorado  ended  with  the  Congressional 
resolution  to  establish  a  Federal  branch  mint  at  Denver.

5516  Set  of  Indian  Princess  silver  patterns  dated  1871  from  the  col¬ 
lection  of  T.  Harrison  Garrett,  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  later. 
The  Johns  Hopkins  University.  Starless  obverse,  the  "cameo" 
design  that  ranks  as  one  of  the  most  beautiful  of  all  pattern 
motifs  of  the  era.  An  offering  of  incredible  importance  and 
legendary  significance.  All  NGC-certified.  This  is  a  full  set, 
original,  and  kept  together  since  the  time  of  issue.  The  reverse 
of  each  has  the  denomination  centered  within  a  wreath  of  corn 
and  cotton,  with  the  word  STANDARD  above.  Each  example 
in  the  set  is  struck  in  silver  and  has  a  reeded  edge,  except  the 
dollar  which  is  the  plain  edge  type.  This  remarkable,  indeed 
incredible,  group  of  coins,  comes  from  the  collection  of  T.  Har¬ 
rison  Garrett,  sold  by  Bowers  and  Ruddy  Galleries  in  a  series 
of  four  events,  1979  to  1981,  with  our  own  Q.  David  Bowers  as 
the  lead  cataloguer,  backed  by  a  staff  of  experts,  including  Dr. 
George  J.  Fuld.  Earlier,  the  coins  belonged  to  Harold  P.  Newlin, 
Philadelphia  attorney  and  numismatist.  It  is  Newlin  who  is  said 
to  have  suggested  the  "cereal  wreath"  reverse  motif  used  on 
certain  pattern  coins  of  1859,  and  on  regular-issue  half  dimes 
and  dimes  beginning  in  1860.  More  about  Newlin  and  Gar¬ 
rett  can  be  found  in  Bowers'  1979  book  written  for  The  Johns 
Hopkins  University,  The  History  of  United  States  Coinage. 

The  Indian  Princess  motif  by  James  Barton  Longacre  never 
appeared  on  any  regular-issue  U.S.  coin,  but  has  long  been 
esteemed  by  pattern  collectors  for  its  beauty,  and  it's  likely  that 
many  numismatists  over  the  years  have  lamented  that  it  was 
never  adopted  for  circulation.  Although  it  first  appeared  on 
certain  patterns  in  1870,  the  Indian  Princess  design  was  created 
by  Longacre  no  later  than  1852.  So  far  as  numismatic  scholars 
know,  Longacre' s  design  first  appeared  in  sketches  that  were 
submitted  for  a  proposed  mintage  of  high-denomination  gold 
coins  that  were  intended  to  help  facilitate  the  processing  of  the 
vast  quantities  of  yellow  metal  that  were  being  recovered  dur¬ 
ing  the  California  "Gold  Rush."  Cory  Gillilland  chronicles  the 
story  of  the  event  in  her  "Bullion  Coins:  a  Nineteenth  Century 
Proposal."  Unfortunately  for  Longacre,  having  died  in  1869,  he 
never  actually  had  a  chance  to  see  any  of  the  Indian  Princess 
patterns  minted  in  1870  and  later  years. 

We  are  aware  of  no  documentary  evidence  indicating  that 
Indian  Princess  patterns  were  distributed  in  sets,  although  a 
lack  of  documentary  evidence  does  not  in  any  way  prove  that 
such  sets  were  not  distributed.  American  numismatics,  although 
extensively  explored,  still  holds  many  mysteries,  which  over 
time  will  be  solved  by  researchers  who  have  the  time  and 
inclination  to  study  19th-century  mint  ledgers  and  collector 
correspondence;  accordingly,  we  would  not  be  surprised  to 
learn,  at  some  future  date,  that  Indian  Princess  patterns  and 
other  groups  of  patterns  were  indeed  distributed  as  sets. 

In  any  event,  over  a  long  period  of  years  the  Mint  distrib¬ 
uted  thousands  of  coins  with  absolutely  no  records  kept.  This 
largesse,  which  mostly  benefited  Mint  officials,  is  beyond  the 
purview  of  the  present  offering — except  to  say  that  in  1887, 


when  a  later  Mint  director  sought  to  examine  what  patterns 
were  made  in  the  years  up  to  1885,  he  was  unable  to  find  any 
records  except  for  1868  Proof  sets  struck  in  aluminum.  The 
1871  coins  offered  here  were  never  readily  available  in  the  era 
in  which  they  were  struck. 

Today,  Indian  Princess  patterns  with  starless  obverse  are 
available  when  you  can  find  them,  which  is  not  very  often. 
Likely,  the  connoisseur  who  does  not  purchase  this  set  will  have 
no  equal  opportunity  in  his  or  her  lifetime,  for  any  price.  The 
word  O-P-P-O-R-T-U-N-I-T-Y  comes  to  the  fore.

The  Epitome  of  19th-Century  Coinage  Art

5517  1879  pattern  silver  dollar,  the  highly  acclaimed  and  justly 
famous  "Schoolgirl"  design  by  George  T.  Morgan.  J-1608, 
P-1804.  Rarity-7-.  Proof-62.  Silver.  Reeded  edge.  One  of  the 
most  beautiful,  unique,  and  celebrated  designs  in  American 
numismatics.  The  obverse  features  a  bust  of  Liberty  facing  left 
with  a  string  of  pearls  around  her  neck.  The  reverse  depicts 
a  defiant  eagle  reminiscent  of  that  which  earlier  appeared  on 
certain  pattern  half  dollars  of  1877,  and  later  on  the  Panama- 
Pacific  quarter  eagle  of  1915.  The  presently-offered  example  is 
brilliant  in  the  central  areas,  with  a  nuance  of  pale  gold  at  the 
borders.  Some  faint  hairlines  from  a  light  cleaning  long  ago  ac¬ 
count  for  the  assigned  grade.  The  strike  is  about  average  with 
a  touch  of  softness  noted  at  the  hair  tresses  of  hair  at  the  back 
of  Liberty's  neck  and  at  the  eagle's  left  (viewer's  right)  thigh. 

Strikings  of  the  1879  Schoolgirl  dollar  are  known  in  copper 
and  lead  as  well  as  silver.  All  known  examples  have  reeded 
edges.  All  composition  formats  are  extremely  rare,  with  the 
lead  striking  regarded  as  unique,  while  the  copper  and  silver 
are  thought  to  have  populations  of  no  greater  than  12  examples 
each. 

The  "Schoolgirl"  moniker  was  the  subject  of  investigation 
by  ANR's  long-time  friend  Saul  Teichman  who  discovered  that 
the  name  apparently  first  appeared  in  N.Y.  Coin  and  Stamp 
Company's  Doughty  Collection  sale  of  1891.  From  that  back¬ 
ground  he  made  the  reasonable  inference  that  the  name  was  the 
brainchild  of  either  Harlan  P.  Smith  or  David  Proskey.  Francis 


Worcester  Doughty,  well  enough  known  in  numismatic  circles, 
is  even  more  recognized  as  a  writer  of  popular  stories  and  film 
scenarios.  Harlan  P.  Smith  is  a  character  study,  a  former  fruit 
pedlar  to  whom  personal  hygiene  was  not  important.  David  U. 
Proskey  was  described  by  one  of  his  peers  as  having  an  "India 
rubber  conscience,"  what  today  might  be  called  "situational 
ethics" — adapting  to  the  matter  at  hand  and  trying  to  earn  a 
profit  therefrom. 

The  designer  of  this  coin,  George  T.  Morgan,  ranks  high  in 
the  listing  of  artists  who  held  the  post  of  chief  engraver  at  the 
Mint,  although  for  Morgan  that  recognition  did  not  occur  until 
1917,  by  which  time  he  had  served  under  William  Barber  and 
his  son,  Charles  E.  Barber,  both  of  whose  engraving  talents 
were  modest  at  best  (although  we  dearly  love  C.E.B.'s  Liberty 
Head  nickel). 

Often,  those  who  look  through  the  pages  of  Dr.  J.  Hewitt 
Judd's  United  States  pattern  book  make  a  mental  note  of  the 
coins  they  would  most  like  to  have.  For  a  long  time  the  School¬ 
girl  dollar  has  been  high  on  the  list  of  favorites,  number  one  in 
the  eyes  of  many.  As  such,  it  may  be  the  paradigm  of  a  "trophy 
coin"  in  the  pattern  series.  Other  patterns  may  be  rarer,  but  few 
can  hold  a  candle  to  the  beauty  of  this  design — both  obverse 
and  reverse  motifs.

UMISMATIC  AMERICANA

Produced 
by  Robert  Lovett,  Jr.  of  Philadelphia,  famed  for  his  authorship  of 
the  1861  Confederate  cents,  this  medal  was  intended  as  a  deco¬ 
ration  worn  during  a  parade  of  the  Washington  Light  Infantry 
regiment  in  Charleston  on  July  4, 1860.  On  December  20  of  the 
same  year.  South  Carolina  voted  to  secede  from  the  Union,  but 
tensions  already  ran  high  at  the  time  of  this  medal's  production. 
During  the  Civil  War,  the  decades-old  regiment  formed  two  com¬ 
panies  of  South  Carolina's  25th  Infantry.  An  entire  book  has  been 
dedicated  to  its  interesting  history  (Richard  L.  Schreadley,  Valor 
and  Virtue:  The  Washington  Light  Infantry  in  Peace  and  War,  1997). 
Proudly  worn  at  a  festive  parade  intended  to  raise  secessionist 
fervor  and  recruit  new  members  into  the  historic  company,  this 
medal  is  an  historic  and  rare  artifact  of  a  fascinating  moment  in 
South  Carolina  history.

Merkin,  a  long¬ 
time  professional  musician  entered  professional  numismatics 
in  New  York  City  full-time  circa  1960  or  so.  Such  notable  numis¬ 
matists  as  Walter  Breen  and  Garry  Fitzgerald  were  numbered 
among  Merkin' s  employees.  His  legacy  is  that  of  a  knowledge¬ 
able  and  friendly  dealer,  as  well  as  a  gentleman  of  the  finest 
order  and  a  stalwart  model  of  professionalism.  His  wife,  Selma, 
often  accompanied  him  on  trips  and  at  conventions  and  had 
her  own  circle  of  admirers  and  friends.  Indeed,  virtually  all  of 
the  pieces  offered  here  were  originally  obtained  by  Merkin  as 
presents  for  Selma,  who  was  a  collector  of  sorts,  and  as  well- 
liked  and  respected  as  her  more  famous  husband. 

The  art  of  making  enameled  coins,  or  cloisonne ,  has  been 
around  for  untold  years,  probably  reaching  its  zenith  during 
the  mid-to-late  Victorian  era,  though  the  practice  of  the  art  form 
carried  over  into  the  early  20th  century  in  earnest.  Indeed,  even 
today  its  colorful  heritage  is  reproduced,  though  many  of  the 
pieces  made  late  in  the  20th  century  lack  the  finesse  that  the 
original  pieces  had,  that  unnamable  quality  of  warmth  that 
showcases  the  artwork  of  the  makers.  Perhaps  it  is  the  pains¬ 
taking  artistry  that  went  in  to  virtually  every  specimen  which 
sets  the  earlier  pieces  apart.  Today's  practitioners  of  the  art 
form  seemingly  do  it  in  an  assembly  line  manner;  and  much 
of  today's  work  smacks  of  commercialism  and  profit  rather 
than  quality  and  dedication. 

Major  offerings  of  cloisonne  coins  such  as  that  presented  here 
come  but  few  and  far  between  to  the  numismatic  marketplace. 
For  instance,  in  April  1992,  Stack's  of  New  York  City,  under  the 
aegis  of  Coin  Galleries ,  featured  some  130-plus  lots  of  enam¬ 
eled  coins,  a  large  offering  by  comparison  to  other  offerings  of 
that — or  any  other — decade.  Others  followed  suit  with  size¬ 


able  collections  of  cloisonne  pieces  later  in  the  decade,  notably 
Bonham's  sale  of  the  Dennis  Vorley  Collection  (March  1997), 
and  the  Professor  G.M.  Petersen  Collection  (December  1997), 
with  an  unnamed  sale  from  that  firm  in  March  2000  offering 
another  sizable  group  of  lovely  cloisonne  rarities.  We  venture 
to  say,  however,  that  the  presently  offered  sale  of  the  Lester 
Merkin  Collection  of  Enameled  Coins  could  very  well  be  the 
most  important  collection  ever  to  come  to  public  auction,  both 
by  virtue  of  its  size — 351  lots — as  well  as  for  the  overall  quality 
offered  to  the  bidding  public. 

The  offering  begins  with  31  lots  of  nice  U.S.  pieces,  many  of 
them  quite  beautiful,  indeed,  dazzling  in  appearance.  Among 
this  writer's  favorites  is  an  1800  Draped  Bust  dollar  that  is 
simply  stunning  to  look  at.  Scores  of  cloisonne  pieces  on  Brit¬ 
ish  host  coins  follow,  including  neat  items  such  as  enameled 
LIMA  coinage.  The  offering  winds  down  with  many  nice  coins 
from  around  the  world,  offered  in  alphabetical  order  for  ease  of 
viewing.  Please,  don't  miss  the  Peacock  rupees  of  Burma;  even 
if  you  don't  bid  on  one  of  them,  you  simply  have  to  view  them 
to  see  what  can  be  done  by  the  hand  of  an  artistic  master! 

The  present  writer  has  tried  to  convey  the  color  scheme 
of  each  individual  piece,  and  visual  reference  to  any  piece  is 
made  easy  through  our  color  photography.  When  "metallic"  is 
mentioned  in  the  description,  it  means  the  metal  from  which 
the  host  coin  is  struck,  here  chiefly  silver,  sometimes  gilt. 

Please,  enjoy  these  beautiful  items,  some  of  them  remarkable 
for  their  color  scheme,  others  for  their  apparent  handiwork, 
but  all  remarkable  in  their  own  right.  If  you  are  anything  like 
the  present  writer,  you  will  be  smitten  by  the  beauty  of  many 
of  these  pieces,  and  you  will  make  plans  to  add  one  or  more 
to  your  own  numismatic  holdings!

The  Boer  War,  1899-1902,  was  simply  a  struggle  between  Dutch 
settlers  in  what  is  now  South  Africa  and  an  ever-expanding  British 
colonization  effort  that  simply  felt  that  though  the  19th  century  was 
nearly  done,  England  still  had  the  right  to  expand  their  empirical 
tentacles.  Instigated  by  the  High  Commissioner  of  Cape  Colony  in 
South  Africa,  Alfred  Milner  seeking  to  create  another  toehold  in  Af¬ 
rica  for  Britain,  while  at  the  same  time  divesting  Dutch  settlers  (who 
incidentally,  had  been  there  for  generations)  of  their  gold  mines  in 
the  Dutch  Boer  republics  of  the  Transvaal  and  the  Orange  Free  State. 
During  the  course  of  the  two-plus  years  the  war  raged,  the  British 
forces,  unable  to  defeat  the  Dutchmen  using  conventional  tactics,  al¬ 
lowed  the  war  to  degenerate  into  a  horrible  morass  of  criminal  acts  on 
both  sides.  The  British  burned  farms  and  confiscated  food  stuff,  and 
packed  off  Boer  women  and  children  to  concentration  camps.  After 
literally  starving  the  Boer  commandos  into  submission,  the  last  of  the 
Boer  patriots  surrendered  in  May  1902,  with  a  treaty  ending  the  war 
signed  in  Vereeniging.  Many  of  today's  historians  point  to  the  Boer 
War  as  a  turning  point  in  the  long,  slow  decline  of  support  for  Great 
Britain's  colonial  ideals.
